W. H. Gilder, Herald correspondent 
with the Rogers, sends the following 
dispatch from Lena Delta, April 17: 
Melville found the bodies of DeLong’s 
party March 23d. They were in two 
places—500 and 1,000 yards from the 
wreck of the scow. Melville’s search 
party first started from their supply 
depot here to follow Ninderman’s 
route from Ousterday to Malvey, and 
afterwards from Ma!vey back toward 
Ousterday. They stopped at a place 
which Ninderman and Noras passed 
the first day after they left DeLong, 
feeling sure. that the others had not 
got much further. There they found 
the wreck, and, following the bank, 
came upon a rifle-barrel hung upon 
four sticks. [Here are six words un- 
intelligible.} They set natives to dig- 
ging at the east side of the sticks and

Under eight feet of snow, While 
these men were digging toward the 
east, Melville went on along the bank 
twenty feet above the river to finda 
place to take bearings. He then saw 


fire about 1,000 yards froin the tent, 
and, approaching, nearly stumbled 
upon DeLong’s hands, ‘sticking out of 
the snow, about thirty fvet from the 
edge of the bauk. There, under about 
four feet of snow, they found the 
bodies of DeLong and Axabler, about 
three feet apart, and Ab San\ lying at 
their feet, all partiaily covered by 
pieces of biankets. All the others, 
ex cept Alexia they found at the place 
where the tent was pitched. Lee and 
Knock were close by in a cleft in the 
bank towards the west. Two boxes of 
records, with medicine chest and a 
flag on a staff, were beside the tent. 
None of the dead had bouts. Their 
feet were 
COVERED WITH RAGS 


Tied on. In the pockets of all were 
pieces of burnt skin and of clothing 
which they had eaten. The hands of 
all were more or less barnt, and it 
looked as if when dying they had 
crawled into the fire, Boyd lying over 
the fire and his clothing beiug burned 
through to the skin, which was not 
burned. Collins’ face was covered 
with cloth. All the bodies were car- 
ried to the top of a hill three hundred 
feet high, about forty versts to the 
southwest from where they were found, 
and there interred in @ mausoleum 
constructed of wvod from the scow, 
built in the form of a pyramid 20 feet 
loog and seven high, surrounded by a 
cross 22 feet high and a foot square, 
hewn out of drift-wood and conspicu- 
ous at a distance of 20 versts. 


THE MAUSOLEUM 


Is covered with stones and is to be 
sodden in the Spring. The cross is 
inscribed with the record and names 
of the dead, cut in by the search party. 
After completing the tomb the party 
separated to search the Delta for traces 
of Chipp’s people. Melville went to 
the northwest part of the Delta and 
west as far as Oleaik river, Nirder- 
mao tvok the centre and Bartlett the 
northeast. Ninderman and Bartlett 
found nothing. Melville has not yet 
returned. The search is to be extend- 

ed to Cape Borchaya and bay of that 
name. They expect to finish in time 
to reach Yakootz or Verhozansk before 
the rivers break up. If they do not 
finish before that time they will have 
to retreat to the foot of the hills and 
mountains with the natives uoti! the 
water fails, as the whole of the Delta 
is covered with water in the Spring to 
four feet, and in some places to 20 feet

: A SE4-TRAMP FOUNDERED. 


Loss 6f Life and Property Through 
Bungling Seamanship. 
San Francisco, June 20. 

About 5 o’clock yeaterday afternvon 
the British steamer Escambia, loaded 
with wheat, put to sea, bound for St. 
Vincent, Portugal. When about five 
miles off the beads the steamer capsiz- 
ed and sunk, the weather was fair and 
the wind and sea moderate. The 
theory is that the quantity of coal, 
Carried on deck rendered the ship} n 
topheavy. 

The pilot, who took out the steamer 
Escambia, says that the water ballast- 
tanks had all been pumped out to 
render the ship lighter for the carnage 
ot the cargo, and the coal was stowed 
on the deck. as high as the bridge. 
While going down the harbor the 
machinery was stopped for a few 
minutes, and the ship, falling off into 
the trough of the sea, rolled scuppels 
under. ‘The pilot expressed the 
opinion that she was unsafe, and 
believes the catastrophe might have 
been expected io open water, 

San Francisco, June 20—3 pr. m. 

It proves difficult to obtain much 
information regarding the loss of the 
steamer Kscambia. Captain Purvis 
has been closeted during the morning 
with the consignees, and the men 
saved with him have been stowed 
awav to sleep off the night’s struggle 
with the waves. This much, however, 
has been gleaned from the stevedores 
who stowed the vessel ; 

Owing to, the empty-cendition of 
the water ballast-tanks and the coal 
carried on deck, the ship was crank. 
On getting ou.side she encountered a 
heavy sea. One of the journals be- 
came heatel, and the engines were 
stopped. The ship, losing headway, 
fell off into the trough of the sea, and 
a wave boarded. ber, throwing her on 
her beam ends. 

All hands rushed on deck. The 
water began to pour in through the 
skylights and hatches, Owing to the 
daogerous position of the ship no one 
would go below to start the engines 
and get her head to sea again, and she 
filled rapidly and sank. The captain, 
engineer and seven others got into one 
boat and nine men took the. lifeboat. 
The latter boat was full of water and 
had no oars. The captain supposed 
that the remainder of the crew, 11 1n 
number, went down with the ship. 

"His boat pulled around in the dark- 
ness until about 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when an effort was made to land 
ou the ecean beach, but the boat was 
swamped and only four of the occu- 
pants succeeded in reaching 'tand. 
This morving search was made along 
the beach fer the bodies of the other 
occupants of the boat, but no trace of 
them was found.
